Medicinal herbs (Crude Drugs) (S. No. 87-109-IV), (iv) Asafoetida 
[S. No. 31(b)/V] and other Miscellaneous items from Iran during 
April-September 1968 licensing period. 

No. TJ-ITC(PN) /68.—It has been decided to grant licences to the established 
importers lor import of commodities from Iran, as detailed in the Annexure I 
to this Public Notice, within the prescribed basic years shown against each item 
therein, during AprilSeptember 1968 licensing period. Established Importers, 
eligible in terms thereof, may submit their applications to the respective licen¬ 
sing authority viz. Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay or Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, (Central Licensing Area), New Delhi on 
or before 21st May, 1988 in the usual form and manner complete in all respects 
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with documentary evidence of past imports from Iran in any financial year with¬ 
in the prescribed basic years. It may be noted that in respect of dry fruits those 
who apply fqr licences in terms of this paragraph cannot avail of the concession 

S ven in paragraph 2 below. No double benefit will be given and their applica¬ 
nts for dry limits, if made in terms of para 2 below, will not be considered even 
if they may be eligible otherwise. 

2. It has also been decided that the importers who are eligible in terms of 
Annexure H to .this public Notice will also be granted licences lor import of dry 
fruits only from Iran. They may submit their applications for import of dry 
fruits only from Iran for April-September 1968 licensing period to Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, (Central Licensing Area), New Delhi on or 
before the 21st May, 1968, in the usual form and manner, complete in all respects. 
It may be noted that no double benefit will be given and the applicants should 
submit one application only either In terms of paragraph one above or in terms 
of this paragraph. 

3. Licensing will be done within the monetary limit fixed for each item. All 
incomplete applications will be rejected finally. I 

4. Import licences granted in eligible cases will be valid for import from Iran 
either by sailing vessels or land route. In the case of dry fruits, import will 
also be allowed by steamships upto the full face value of the licence and such 
imports will be on c.i.f. basis- In the case of ‘dates’ imported should be effected 
by sailing vessels or land route upto 60% of the face value of the licences and 
the balance and the balance 40% by other means, viz. steamship, if the licensees 
so desire, at any time during the validity period of the licences. 

3. Import licences issued in pursuance of this Public Notice will be valid for 
six months and will not be extended further under any circumstances.
